Within au area the size of the 
state of Montana, about I0 percent of It cultivated, 
Japan is trying to feed, clothe and raise the living 
standards of 70 million restless people 


Its military claaa has stepped into the opportun­ 


ity. Militarists know only one method—force. When 
force Ie questioned, or even when it falls, militarists 
have no choice but to use more force. That la, 
judged by all the signs, what has happened in Japan 
—force and more force to solve a problem which 
Europe bas been trying for centuries to solve the 
•ame way, never successfully. 
If the United States could sec Japan's problem as 
the duplicate of a universal problem, instead of aa 
a strictly Japanese problem— if it could see the de­ 
sirability of blaming the economic situation, instead 
of the nation affected by it—a tremendous impetus 
would be given to understanding of the causes of 
war and to the necessity of removing those causes 
aa the only effective guarantee of peace.

tx WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — ft seems startling to

have it proposed, and doubtless for sound book­ 
keeping reasons It Is wise to consider the wiping 
out of $2,675.000,OOO from the "recoverable” assets 
group of accounts on Uncle Sam’s balance sheet, hut 
the American taxpayers who are going to pay that 
enormous sum might wish to have something to say 
on the aubject. 


Jesse Jones, head of the Reconstruction Finance 


Corp., and one of the ablest men In government who 
has seen service right through the Hoover and 
Roosevelt administrations, has announced hie Inten­ 
tion of asking congress to cancel these debts. 
It is natural for some such action to be proposed, 


because otherwise the sums stand on the books as 
asset* that really are not going to be recovered. 
Much criticism bae been visited on the treasury for 
counting ae assets some of theta sums which will 
never come back. 
But when the $2.675.OOO.OdO sum Is analyzed. It Is 


Intereetlng to find that $1,783,000,000 wa* spent for 
direct relief, while $500,000,000 was allocated to the 
"federal emergency relief administrator” In 1833. 
1934, and 1935. Apart from this, about $280,000,000 
was advanced to states and municipalities In 1932 
and 1933. 
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H E Important question for taxpayers to consider 
Is whether the recipients of this money can pay 
not all of It, but some of It, hack. Thus the states 
and municipalities will always have the taxing power 
and. even lf It takes 25 years to pay back these bor­ 
rowings. lf would seem wise for those communities 
to pay back a substantial part, if not all. of what was 
borrowed. To do otherwise is to put some states and 
municipalities in a better position than others which 
financed their relief out of their own borrowings 
and are now asking their taxpayers to meet the 
obligations incurred. 
As for the sums spent in relief, an accounting of 
what was done with the $500,000,000 spent by the 
federal emergency relief administration would soon 
reveal whether anything Is recoverable. But it does 
certainly seem as if the citizens who received 
$1,783,000,000 ought to be asked to give Uncle Bam 
some sort of an 1.0.1’., p ay able without Interest, but 
sometime in the next IO years, or so, when they be­ 
gin to make money again 
It is. of course, probable that some of the citizens 
will want to pay back something to the government 
and will not want to feel that they accepted a direct 
gift, especially lf later on they came Into funds again. 
But there are other citizens who will feel that th* 
government owed them a living during the depres­ 
sion and that It isn't necessary for them ever to pay 
anything to Uncle Sam. 
Ruch a spirit would tend to break down the whole 
attitude of self-reliance which has made nations 
virile and productive. There are doubtless many per­ 
sons in the very lowest income brackets who never 
will he able to pay back what they received in the 
way of relief, but It would seem incredible if out of 
the $1,783,000,000 the federal government couldn't 
get some of it back.

Voting For Peace 
A 
VOTE for peaoe at this particular moment in 
4 * the United States is a vote for the people, 
which explains why congressmen are taking a sud­ 
den interest in the Ludlow auli-war resolution pro­ 
viding (or a national referendum on the question ot 
going lo war. 


Strong words are being unchained to describe 


this proposal, which at beat is an idealistic attempt 
to apply the pure democratic process to what in­ 
evitably is a poor place for pure democracy and 
which at worst Is a play into the hardened hands 
of realists threatening to disrupt peace. 
The words, if anything, aru too strong. Adoption 


of the Ludlow resolution would require a two-thirds 
vote of each branch of congress. Its acceptance as 
a constitutional amendment would require approval 
of the legislature of 36 states. There Is no reason lo 
believe this is possible. 
The United Slates wants peace. Peace la popular; 
politicians want to go on record in favor of it. Evcu 
Premier Mussolini and Chancellor Hitler never tuts* 
a chance to come out flatfooted in favor of peace. 
But it would be equally obvious on examination 
that peace can't be maintained merely by adopting 
resolutions in ite favor—certainly not by signifying 
to other nations by proposals like the Ludlow resolu­ 
tion that Americans are considering a proposal to 
hamstring themselves in advance of any crisis which 
may arise to test popular governments ability to 
meet autocracy on an approximately equal footing 
In a contest of quick decisions. 


T 
H E bill proposed by Mr. Jones ought to be passed 
so as to make our book keeping show the Item 
no longer as an asset, but at the same time the 
legislation might well provide that the municipalities 
and the citizens who received direct benefits should 
be required over a period of years to make some 
form of restitution. 
When congress considers this debt cancellation, 
the American taxpayer who will have to pay the bill 
may not. of course, find the payment on bis part can­ 
celled. It merely means that the treasury will no 
longer carry $2,675,000,000 as ‘’recoverable assets.'' 
and not that the borrowers or beneficiaries should 
be immune from payment. Banks frequently "write 
off" debts on their books or set up reserves against 
them, but wbeu payment is made by the borrower, 
the items are credited to “ recoveries.” Perhaps the 
treasury will deal with the matter in much the same 
way as the banks, though doubtless much money has 
been spent in administrative costs and for experi­ 
mental projects and payroll which can never be re­ 
covered. 
The least the taxpayers who are going to foot the 
bill can demand is to be told Just how and where thp 
money was spent, how much went for relief and how 
much for salaries and overhead Our experience of 
direct relief is something that ought to be historical­ 
ly recorded in much detail.

In Columbiana County 


Two hundred and fifty industrial 
claims for compensation were filed 
with the state industrial commis­ 
sion by Columbiana county workers 
during October, Thomas P. Kearns, 
superintendent of the division of 
safety and hygiene, reported today. 
There were no fatalities in this 
county during the month but per­ 
m anent disability was charged in 
two cases. In 41 other cases work­ 
ers lost more than seven days em­ 
ployment, 26 less than seven days 
while 181 required medical atten­ 
tion only.

first cycle of inflation.
